PORTLAND, Ore. — Figure skat- 
ing champion Tonya Harding abrupt- 
ly canceled an appearance in Virginia 
on Wednesday amid reports that her 
husband and bodyguard arranged last 
week’s attack on rival Nancy 
Kerrigan. 

A Portland minister went to the FBI 
after hearing a tape recording in 
which the two men allegedly spoke 
with a “hit man” from Arizona about 
attacking Kerrigan, a private investi- 
gator said Wednesday. 

A law-enforcement source in 
Washington told The Associated 
Press that the FBI would announce 
arrests in the Kerrigan case 
Wednesday. Detroit police said they 
might hold a news conference. 

The Oregonian newspaper reported 
Wednesday that the FBI was investi- 
gating Harding’s husband, Jeff 


Gillooly, and her bodyguard, Shawn - 


Eric Eckardt, in the attack on 
Kerrigan Jan. 6 at the U.S. Figure 
Skating Championships in Detroit. 

A man brandishing a club struck 
Kerrigan after a practice session in 
Detroit, severely bruising her riglit leg 
and forcing her to withdraw from the 
competition. He escaped. 

The International Committee of the 
U.S. Figure Skating Association 
named Kerrigan to the team anyway, 
along with Harding, who won the 


U.S. championship at the trials. 

Harding has denied any link to the 
attack, saying she felt cheated of the 
chance to compete with Kerrigan. 

She cancelled a flight to Fairfax, 
Va., Wednesday for the Nations Bank 
U.S. Olympic Festival on Ice. A rep- 
resentative of Bill Graham Presents, 
the event’s promoter, said Harding 
told producers she cancelled because 
she’s “having a few media problems.” 

The private investigator, Gary 
Crowe, said Harding evidently knew 


nothing about any plot to attack 


Kerrigan. 

Crowe said the minister, Eugene C. 
Saunders, came to him for advice 
after an acquaintance played the tape 
recording for him. 

Crowe said Saunders told him the 
tape recording made it clear that 
Kerrigan was the target. Saunders told 
him a man’s voice on the tape asked, 
“Why don’t we just kill her?” 

The response was: “We don’t need 
to kill her. Let’s just hit her in the 
knee.” He said Saunders identified the 
voices on the tape as those of 
Gillooly, Eckardt and an Arizona 
man. 

Saunders was friends with Eckardt, 
Crowe said. 

Gillooly told The Oregonian he had 
been questioned by the FBI but 
denied that he was involved in the 
attack, saying, “I have more faith in 
my wife than to bump off her compe- 
tition.” 


Matt Schuck, manager of Casa Dea 
Apartments, also predicts that it will 
be easy for his complex to rent exclu- 
sively to students.

“Tt would be cutting our throats [to 
remain BYU approved],” said Nadine 
O’Brien, the complex’s manager. 

“I have residents in my properties 


who, for very strong personal reasons, 


want to. live in BYU-approved hous- 
ing and will not be allowed,” she said. 
“I don’t see the change doing anyone 
any favors.‘ It’s only resorting to good 
people having limited choices.” 


Y professor announces 
congressional candidacy

BYU communications professor 
Brad Hainsworth announced 
Wednesday his intent to challenge 
Democratic Rep. Bill Orton in the 
3rd congressional district race. 

After announcing he will run on 
the Republican ‘ticket, Hainsworth 
said, “(The 3rd district seat) is a 
Republican seat. It’s always been a 
Republican seat. And I think it’s 
time, in Latter-day Saint jargon, to 
release Bill Orton with a vote of 
thanks and send him on his way.” 

In his address to the 23 members 
and guests of College Republicans, 
Hainsworth criticized Orton, high- 
lighted his own experience-in gov- 
ernment, requested the endorse- 
ment of College Republicans and 
discussed his positions on abortion 
and gun control. 

Hainsworth criticized Orton’ s 
record in Congress, focusing on 
his recent voting record. He said 
Orton supports 60 percent of Pres. 
Bill Clinton’s proposals. 

“You will never, never read in 
the newspaper or hear on the 
media that I supported the ‘Bill 
and Hillary Clinton 
Administration’ 60 percent of the 
time, My support of them is going 
to be somewhere between zero and 
none on most things and will cer- 
tainly not approach anything like 
the majority of the time,” he said. 

Hainsworth said he disagrees 
with what he called the “popular 
idea” that Orton is conservative. 
He said, Orton is a “proven- 

_ Democrat and a Clinton-supporter. 
He’s a Democrat—voting and 
behaving one way in Washington 
and coming back to the district and 
representing himself as something 
else. The problem is that too many 
Republicans are buying into this 
scam.’ 

Hainsworth orcad as a staff 
member in Congress in 1971 and 
was then appointed to work in the 
Nixon Administration as deputy 
special counsel for political affairs. 
Of the Watergate scandal, 
Hainsworth said, “I was not 
involved. There’s simply nothing

Hainsworth then served as 
deputy assistant secretary of the 
Interior for land and water 
resources. He was also appointed 
as Utah’s deputy lieutenant gover- 
nor in 1981. He left government in 
1984 and has since taught at BYU, 
where he is the Communications 
Department’s public pb he 
sequence chair. 

Hainsworth said he is running 
because “this country desperately 
needs Republican control of. the 
Congress. I’ve been a part of the 
Congress and a part of the (White 
House) administration. It’s time 
for a Republican majority. It can’t 
be left to Democrats or any 
Democrat any longer.” 

Hainsworth said Orton is vulner- 
able because “Orton hasn’t faced a 
candidate with a well-financed, 
unified campaign. He has not been 
confronted with a real challenge. I 
can promise Mr. Orton it’s going 
to be different this time.” 

He said Orton has “fell into 
office” because of-Republican 
party infighting and financial dis- 
unity. Hainsworth said he 
announced his intent to run for 
Congress to BYU’s College 
Republicans to gain early support. 
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Food prices up, gas prices down in 1993 


WASHINGTON — Wholesale prices edged up 0.2 percent in 1993, the third 
straight year of modest inflationary pressures, as declining gasoline prices off- 
set a spurt in food costs in December. 

The Labor Department said Wednesday the small increase in its Producer 
Price Index was the best showing since a decline of 0.1 percent in 1991. 

- Wholesale inflation had been up 1.6 percent in 1992. 

Excluding the volatile energy and food sectors, wholesale prices rose just 0.4 
percent last year, the best snowing for the so-called core inflation rate since the 
government began tracking this figure two decades ago. 

The news on retail prices has been equally encouraging. The government will 
release its December Consumer Price Index on Thursday. Analysts expected it 
would show prices up by around 2.7 percent in 1993, marking the third straight 
year of modest retail inflation as well. 

Economists were forecasting a fourth good year on inflation as slack job mar- 
kets, weakness overseas and falling world oil prices all combine to keep infla- 
tion at bay this year as well. 

Gasoline prices fell by 10.4 percent, the biggest one-month decline since 
August 1989. 


1st woman admitted to The Citadel 


CHARLESTON, S.C. — The gates of The Citadel fell to a woman armed 
with a court order Wednesday as Shannon Faulkner registered to take day 
classes with the all-male corps of cadets, breaking a 151-year tradition at the 
school. However, Chief Justice William Rehnquist blocked her from attending 
classes today. 

The Citadel and Virginia Military Institute are the nation’s only all-male, 
state-supported military colleges. Policies at both are the target of federal law- 
suits. 

Faulkner, who is from Powdersville, said she was treated nicely but said she 
felt “overwhelmed” by the attention. She was initially accepted after she had 
references to her gender deleted from her high school transcript. The Citadel 
rejected her application when it discovered she was a woman. She sued, chal- 
lenging the constitutionality of the all-male admissions policy. 


Teen charged with Ephraim bombings 


EPHRAIM — A 19-year-old Snow College student has been ordered to stand 
trial on two felony counts stemming from bombing incidents at the school late 
last year. 

Nathan Mecham appeared for a preliminary hearing Wednesday and was 
arraigned later. He pleaded not guilty. Trial is scheduled for March 24. 

Mecham, a computer science major from Sandy, is accused of setting off 
bombs at the school between Thanksgiving and Dec. 16. He was charged with 
destruction of property. 

One bomb went off in a trash can near the school’s Humanities Building, 
another blew out windows in a gymnasium. The blasts occurred between 11 
p.m. and 2 a.m. and were heard throughout the rural community. The blasts 
caused more than $1,000 damage, officials said. 

Mecham told police the Capa Ose were stored at his parents’ home in 
Sandy. 


Provo man robbed en route to bus station 


A 35-year-old male resident of Provo was assaulted at 4:30 a.m. Wednesday. 

The armed robbery took place in a parking lot behind the Grand View Cafe at

The American Association of Blood 
Banks and American Red Cross offi- 
cials have wired a second appeal for 
blood donors in an effort to relieve 
the nation’s most serious shortage in 
years. 

“The shortage is the worst in the 
history of the American Red Cross, 
which saw its usual three-day supply 
of blood drop to a one-day supply,” 
said spokeswoman Margaret 
McCarthy. 

The situation has improved over last 
week, when the first appeal was 


U.S. to fund 
disarmament 
in Ukraine

KIEV, Ukraine — President 
Clinton stopped .in Ukraine 
Wednesday to support a new agree- 
ment to eliminate that nation’s long- 
range nuclear arsenal. 

After an airport meeting to tip his 
hat to Ukrainian President Leonid M. 
Kravchuk, Clinton was flying to 
Moscow for the summit where he said 
his “urgent task” would be to press 
for reform and fight against growing 
nationalism. 

There will be meetings with Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin on Thursday 
and Friday for Clinton. _ : 

The Ukrainian stop was designed to 
persuade a reluctant parliament that 
the United States will remain sensi- 
tive to the former Soviet republic’s 
economic plight as Ukraine imple- 
ments its pledge to get rid of the 
weapons. 

The agreement will provide Ukraine 
$177 million from a congressional 
fund to help former Soviet republics 
dismantle their missiles, $155 million 
in direct U.S. aid and up to $1 billion 
over 20 years from commercial sale 
of uranium extracted from the war- 
heads. : 

Also, Russia has promised to sell oil 
and gas at bargain rates, to join with 
the United States in promising not to 
launch a nuclear attack and to respect 
Ukraine’s territory. 

“The more (that) people in the 
Ukrainian parliament hear about it, 
the better they will-feel about it,” 
Clinton said of the agreement at a 
news conference in Prague, Czech 
Republic, before flying to Kiev. 

Stopping in Kiev was a matter of 
pride and honor, said a senior U.S. 
official. 

On Friday, Kravchuk is to join in 
signing the agreement in Moscow. 

Clinton’s summit with Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin is even more 
challenging than shepherding the 
arms accord with Ukraine. 

The trip to Moscow was planned 
initially to showcase U.S. support for 
political and economic reform. The 
hardships that abrupt change have 


.caused the Russian people have 


turned Clinton’s visit into a tough 
diplomatic test. 

“This is a meeting of friendly presi- 
dents,” said Grigory Yavlinsky, 
leader of a pro-reform bloc in parlia- 
ment. “What kind of concrete results 
can one expect today and here in 
Moscow?” 

Yeltsin ally Mikhail Poltoranin, a 
deputy in the State Duma, the power- 
ful lower chamber of parliament, 
shared the sentiment. 

“First of all, I expect the strengthen- 
ing of personal contacts between 
Yeltsin and Clinton,” he said. 
“Secondly, Clinton will smell the air 
of Russia and will understand that 
(the situation) here is more complex 
than what is perceived in the United 
States. And the contact here is also 
important for the cooperation between 
our countries.” 

While in Prague, Clinton himself 
said that in Moscow “my urgent task 
will be to try to continue to press the 
path of democracy and reform and 
America’s support for it.in Russia.” 

“They are a great people with a 
great history and a great future,” he 
said. He said Russia must “define 
itself as a nation. ... I mean, after all, 
this is a rather new experience for 
them.”

For Detmer, his sophomore stats 
were the springboard that allowed 
him as a junior to walk away with 
college football’s most prestigious 
award. That season, he was the 
NCAA’s leading quarterback, and 
was named sophomore All-American. 

While Walsh was also named 
sophomore All-American and his sta- 
tistics are worthy of mention, his stats 
were not as impressive as Detmer’s 
second-year campaign . Last season, 
in only 12 games, Walsh eae 
over 61 percent of his passes for 
3,727 yards, 28 touchdowns and 
racked up a pass efficiency rating of 
156.0. 

Keep in mind that in 1989, the 
Cougars went 10-3 in a Western 
Athletic Conference they dominated. 
Detmer enjoyed many things that 
Walsh didn’t, including softer defens- 
les, more time in the pocket, and fan 
Support.

“These were the same attitudes 
expressed by Brigham Young and 
the other saints,” she said. 

Snow was patriotic since her 
youth, having had both her grandfa- 
thers fight in the Revolutionary 
War. After she joined the Church’in 
1835, she turned her patriotic devo- 
tion and loyalty to the LDS Church. . 

Snow was married to both Joseph 
Smith and Brigham Young and fully 
supported them as prophets and 
leaders of the kingdom of God. In 
fact, Derr said, Snow. believed an 
actual kingdom would be set up and 
tuled by priesthood leaders to pre- 
pare the world for the second com- 
ing of Christ.

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State officials consider toll booths im canyon areas

State environment officials say 
because of high traffic volume there 
is a 25 percent chance Big and Little 
Cottonwood canyons will have toll 
booths within the next few years. 

The proposition prompts mixed 
reactions from students who recreate 
inthe canyon area. 

“The population keeps increasing 
and recreation keeps increasing,” said 
Salt Lake District Ranger Michael 
Sieg. “In this ranger district we have 
10 million visitors a year. We have 
more recreation users then any other 
ranger.district in the United States. 

“Our biggest concern is that moun- 
tain biking is growing by leaps and 
bounds. Were seeing more trails, 
which is much more damaging to the 
terrain than hiking,” he said. “Many 
trails have eroded and rutted because 
of increased use.” 

Not only are officials concerned 
about the rising number of recreation 
damaging the canyons, but are also 
starting to see a growing amount of 
gang activity, and have had several 
assaults by gang members, Sieg said. 

“We are concerned about how to 
manage the canyons effectively and 
discourage that (gang-related) kind of 
use,” he said. “We need to be looking 
at more aggressive or assertive man-

agement in our high-use areas.” 

It will take about one and one-half 
years to decide whether toll booths 
will be installed. 

“There’s a number of things we 
need to look at first,’ Sieg said. “We 
set up a toll booth in Mill Creek 
Canyon, and we’ve had remarkable 
success with it. It would be almost 
silly to not consider it for Big and 


Little Cottonwood canyons.” 
Sieg said alternative options they 
are considering is charging fees for 


_high-use areas, using permit systems 


and limiting mountain bikes to certain 
trails. 
LeRoy W. Hooten Jr., manager of 
Salt Lake City’s water supply, said 
pollution levels have increased in the 
water supply as a result of the grow- 


ing number of people who recreate 
there. 
“Pollution from humans is transport- 


ed through the water. More pollution. 


means more bacteria, and the greater 
the task is to make sure that doesn’t 
get passed on to public drinking 
water. 

The canyons surrounding Salt Lake 
County provide 60 percent of the 


drinking water for 400,000 Utah 


County residents. . 

“Natural resources have a limit to 
how many people you can put in them 
without damage,” Hooten said. “If 
people continue to use the canyons as 
they have, at some point there will 
have to be some sort of regulation.” 

Others feel that a toll booth is the 
wrong way to preserve the canyons. 

“T-think a toll booth would make 
people very, very angry and wouldn’t 
solve the problem,” said Doug 
Nelson, 
Management and Youth Leadership 
Department. 

“An elitist attitude will also start to 
develop,” Nelson said. “Only the 
upper-economic crust of society will 
be able to use the canyons because 
only they can afford it.” 

Nielson said he thinks the solution is 
to disperse the large crowds by mak- 
ing the public more knowledgeable 
about other places to visit.
